Upper Silesia, embraces an aera 
of about 300 square miles.

A Defective Panacea 
T 


HERE are only two kinds of tariffs—those designed primar- 
ily for revenue and those designed primarily to exclude, or 


ittereaee the price of, imports. The emergency tariff bill which 
|JM been revived by the sixty-seventh congress is intended to 
rmifle prices, primarily prices on agricultural products. 
It is 
•pecial privilege legislation to conciliate the farmer, and it is a 
prelude to legislation giving special privileges to manufacturers. 


Undoubtedly the farmer has suffered cruelly this year, 


after several years of considerable prosperity. 
Manufacturers 


have also suffered. But in addition the hardship of diminished 
wages or no wages at all has fallen upon millions of Americans 
who will not be in the least benefited by the tariff, but who will 
actually lose by it. 
The army of unemployed now exceeds, by such rough esti- 


mates as we have, the national army of 1918, when practically 
every able-bodied man who could be spared from industry was 
a soldier. Wages have fallen as much as 40 per cent, in some 
industries and as much as 30 per cent, in many more. Probably 
there is but one way of restoring our industries, maintaining in- 
dustrial wages, and re-empioying the wage-earners who are now 
out of work. This is to increase our foreign trade, which is now 
decreasing. 
But we cannot increase our exports unless we also increase 


our imports, for our principal customers cannot pay us unless 
we buy their goods. "Congress should realize," said George 
Roberts, vice-president of the National City Bank, in a state- 
ment last week, "that the United States can be prosperous only 
a* the average of its individual units is prosperous. Its individual 
unite cannot be prosperous if overseas markets for American 
goods are cut off. If we impair the ability of European und 
other nations to buy American products by reason of their in- 
ability to sell their own products, what benefit comes in the end 
from the fact that we have imposed a tariff and kept out their 
goods? . . - What we need is not so much a tariff as the work- 
ing out of plans for credit extension to Europe and other coun- 
tries on lines that do not violate sound banking principles/' 


The Washington politicians resort to a tariff because there 


is a Republican tradition in favor of tariffs and because this is 
easier than working out a wholly new method of coping with a 
wholly new situation. Any qualified banker or economist—anv 
one, in fact, who will disentangle himself of prejudice—kijov.v; 
that a drastic increase in tariff rates will make matters worse 
rather than better, and that recovery must wait for an extension 
of foreign credits and a stimulation of foreign trade.
